Dr. W. Chlpman 
Resigns Post 

Attainments W'cll Known in 
Europe and Canada 

USEFUL CAREER 
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Held Professorship in Gynae- 
colog5' and Ostetrics for 
Seventeen Years 

Dr. W. AV. Chipman, one o£ Jlont- 
real's best known doctors and pro- 
îessor of obstetrics and synaecolpgy 
at McGill since 
31'lî, has tender- 
ed his resignation 
to t:ie itoard af 
Kovcrnors of the 
university, ac- 
cprdlns to an an- 
nouncement from 
tiie office of the 
secretary and 
bursar, A. P. S. 
Dr. W. W. Cliipman Classco. 

Vr. Chipman Is 
a native of the Maritime Piovinvcf, 
iiavlns been born in Nova Scotia. Ho 
iccrivcd liis early education in Cana- 
da and laoii proi'tcdinj to Kdinljurjli 
I-iiiver.'<i'y, wlierc he ciitainod liis 
Caohelor of Arts and JJoclor of Medi- 
cine degrees. He graduated from 
Edinburgh in 1S95, and later did post- 
graduate work in I.,ondon, Paris, 
Vienna and ficrlin. 

After graduation lie was resident 
piiysiclan of tho Kdinburgh Jtoyal Jn- 
tinntiry at the Iloyal Jlatcrnity Hos- 
pital, and at the Holioii Infirmary, lie 
returned to '-',iii;;(ia .-it tlio <Iij.'-i; of liie 
century and Joiiud Ihc lcu> liin.v; i-taff 
of the Medical Faculty of McGlll I'lil- 
vorsity in 1900, being appointed dem- 
onstrator In gynaecology. In tlie same 
ycftr, Jic was also taken on the staff 
of the Pwoyal Victoria Hospital, 
- .liis appointment as professor of 
synaocclogy came in 1910 and two 
years later he was named professor 
of obstctrii'.'. :iiul ^yiiaccolo.^y.

"I cnme awny very much humblcfl 
as a. Christian by the discovery of 
ihe great truths underlying . other 
religions" said Martyn Estnll, Pres- 
ident of tho S.C. A. who has just re- 
turned from a year spent in travel- 
ling throughout the Far Fast, .al- 
tendjig v.irioin Student Chr>stlan 
Movement conferences. 

"I also came nwny convinced of the 
contribution that Chris t'anity is 
making and has yet to make to the 
n.ilicnal life of India and the iiiler- 
na.i:on:il life of t,he world. One la 
consciou.i of the magnitude and im- 
portance of any task w'.iich has to 
do wl-Ui the creating of national 
friendships and understandings. One 
has the keen realization of (lie dif- 
ficulties.^ confronting Individuals or 
organirnl'ons who try to build such 
friendships. The ability and integrity 
of th'e individuals who were at the 
MjVore mcelirig filled me wlf.i en- 
thusiasm over the work they are try- 
ing to do," '

ing of the general fommitlee of the 
World .Student Christian l-'cderation, 
held for eleven Ctiiys nt Mysore, India 
last DecembEr, ICstall was for a Imc 
a member of :hc staff of the

Tho'slogan of a year or so ago used to be "a cent and a frac- 
tion per tray". Ea'Ch Avith that bare margin of profit there Avas

Fivipad off by the slump of the next tAvo. At the present rate of 
popularity the cent and a fraction Avould be enough, under some 
sircumstancss, to satisfy the existing scheme of management but 
one Avould surmise that that the a\'erage is somewhat higher. It 
is mot that the price; t'l.it arc charged arc higher, for the quality 
of food has risen a little over that high standard maintained by 
the-;Lnion Houce Commitccc.

IN SEPTEiMUKR 1778, i\loGill was, at Moiilroai, rorcnuni nf n 
grand .jury compo.^od of three French 'iipcakiiig iind nine 
English .spi>aking nienilxM'.'î, ono of whom WU!^ Uii'hanl \M)h\ 
AvIth Avhom iMcGi.!l liad biisincs.'i rol:ilimis, purticularly in 1780. 
One Philli^jpe Dejean Avas accused ol! treason. Dcjoan waa born 
in 17;V1 at (lie city of Toulouse, Fraucc, where liin lallinr was coun- 
cillor and magistrate. He cama to Canada, married for tiu! fir.st 
time at Montreal in 1761, aiid Avent to Detroit about 1708, hav- 
ing, it is stated, fled from liaiiknipley. Tlioro, lie acl-nl a:5 notary 
and also as local judge. When Henry Hamilton became Goveini- 
or of Detroit, in 1775, Dejean proved n conveniciit tool, iind, prc- 
sumabl^^ufidor dictation, committed, .-is a nriKiiUralc, arhilrary 
an^^^n«]ciii;acts, the most notable of which, was the .sentencing 
^^^?îfè^ilencin^^ and Ann Wiley to death, in 1776, for rob- 
bery. 

For this act, among othcr.s, ho wan indicted in iMonlrcal in 
1778. Not only did the jury report a true bill, but it aKso askctl 
that GoA'crnor Hamilton be sent for trial as Imvinï autliorizcd 
Dejean's illegal acts. Hamilton left Detroit for Vincennuit before 
anything could be done about the indictment. In. February, 1779, 
Dejean folloAved him there. Both were captured by General 
Clark and sent to prison at WilJiamsburg, ^*a. A few nionth.i 
later Dejean was paroled and returned to Detroit for a short 
time, then went back to France, leaving his third Avifc and his 
young child to the tender mercie.'? of her relatives. Hamilton, 
on securing release, left for Engiand, whence he returned to 
Canada in 1782 in the capacity of Liciiiiinant-G.-^vcrnor. His ad- 
ministration did not prove a .success, and ho wa.s recalled in 1785. 
\Vhether or not he had occasion to forgive I^lcGill, or to avenge 
himself of him, I do not know. ,

There are but a very few of those who arc new lo the sur- 
roundiiigs who would not apiirociale a more gciillc iiilroduclion 
to university life. True there are bombaijls for they arc found 
in every walk of Jife, and it is with regret that a» inference can 
be made at {ill to any group that it will produce the like. It is 
not at this moment that" a)i attack should be made pn j-ho present 
day educational system. ' Sufficient be it lo say that with those 
who act in any overbearing inannier it 19 ^yell to let them ^lonç.

F. la. Bcciuc. rrcsidcnt o: the U. of SI 
spoke. 

The- business sessions were by no 
means the least Intcrectinpr features 
of the Conference. l.li;-i-;:r.-';in took 
pl.icc on ni.Tny qiic^tipr.s and pîvùjicms 
cenicrinE about ways and u'.o.tiiS of 
s.imulatlng Intercourse bolwcon the 
various sections of f.ic Hr.iplrc b;' de- 
bating and •nthelctlc teams, circula- 
tion of newspapers and magazines, 
and travel. There was considerable 
debate over the alternative or an 
loonor.iic union v.ithin the Umpire as 
opposed to England jo ninp in such a 
union with a "L'nited States of Ku- 
rope." It was strongly sussestcd that 
either union might result in the break- 
up of the Empire which Is best held 
to gcthcr by a general and cultural rc- 
lationsbip rather than by poHV.'cal and 
economic definite and binding tics, 
which would lead to endless bickerings 
and d'ssensions. 

A new vision of the Empire as an 
ideal standing for world peace, wa-s 
also evolved from the Conference. 
Feeling ran strong on the position of 
a unit«d Empire acting as the greatest 
single support of the League of Na- 
t>)ns. 

Tiie first Confoience was held at 
Oxford in 1021, two years before the 
politic.ll "Imperial Conference of 
J026" so that the second Conference 
marked the first meeting of-Imperlal 
students since the now stulus of the 
different parts of the Empire had bc- 
coino rocoKiinlzed. The next mec'.ing, 
lour years lirnro, wi!l, in all probabi- 
lity, bo held in South Afric.-i.
